Washington, Jan. :".—A national 


board to exercise supervision and con- 
trol over corporations is provided for 
in a bill introduce".! in the senate by 
Senator Heybuiri. It is proposed that 
congress create a new department of 
the government to exist iii connection 
with the department of commerce and 
labor, to be known as the "national 
board of corporations." 
This board 


shall consist of five persons, four to be 
nominated by the president for terms 
of four years each at salaries of $5.000 
annually, and the fifth member shall 
be tha secretary of the department of 
commerce and labor. 


Senator Heyburn's measure provides 


that the board shall have the power to 
compel the production of all books or 
documents, or the attendance of wit- 
nesses necessary to the investigation 
of any question affecting the right of 
a corporation to engage in business 
under provision of this act. Under 
the provisions of the bill no corpora- 
tion would be permitted to engage in 
business in any state other than that 
in -which it is incorporated, unless sat- 
isfactory proof is first submitted to the 
national board that such corporation 
is incorporated for a legitimate pur- 
pose; that it is solvent, and that it is 
not a party to any agreement to oper- 
ate in restraint of trade or commerce. 


Senator Newlands launched a joint 


resolution providing for a commis- 
sion with instructions to frame and re- 
port to congress a national incorpora- 
tion act for the construction and con- 
solidation of raila>ads,employed in in- 
terstate commerce. Its purpose, he 
said, is to unify and simplify the rail- 
road systems of the country: to place 
such systems under national control, 
to make The tax°s fixed and certain, 
and to make dividends certain so that 
hereafter any increase of business may 
tend mathematically either to a better- 
ment of the roads or an increase in 
wages, or a diminution in rates. 


The committee is to consist of 11 


members, one experienced in railroad 
traffic management, to be appointed by 
the president: one an attorney at law. 
to be appointed by the attorney gen- 
eral; two experts in transportation, 
one to be appointed by the secretary 
of commerce and labor, and the other 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, five senators and five members 
of the house. 


The joint commission, appointed last 


session by congress and composed of 
five senators and five representatives, 
has reported a bill which provides sub 
sidies ^or a merchant marine.

Whether the fleet will return to Eur- 
ope or not may be a question, but if it 
should rendezvous at any neutral port 
for any length of time thf; fact would 
constitute a just cause of complaint by 
the Japanese government. 


Tho British Iiidlaii Frontier. 


While England is talking" peace in 


her councils some of her wise men 
keep a weather eye out for possibili- 
ties. The lord high admiral points out 
that England is exposed to attack by 
Russia on the Indian frontier. Two 
Russian railways have been pushed 
down to the boundary of Afghanistan, 
•with a gap of but 400 miles between 
their terminals and the terminus of 
the British Indian railway. The fea 
accomplished by Russia with her single 
track road to Manchuria the past sum 
mer puts a- new face upon the situa 
tion on the Indian frontier. The stub 
born ameer of Afghanistan may b 
convinced that it is for his interest to 
permit England to extend her railway 
northward to his capital as a measure 
of mutual defense. Some day he wil 
be obliged to decide whether be loves 
England less or Russia more. He re- 
cently turned, down an invitation to 
visit British India. 


The foes of football have receivei 


unexpected ammunition from Trainer 
Delaney of the Northwestern eleven 
•who asserts that players "are subject 
to an ailment similar to softening of 
the brain, which leads not only to the 
making of peculiar statements, but 
causes strange actions which are some- 
times amusing." The exact cause of 
this trouble, the trainer snys, he is un- 
able to fathom, but is inclined to at- 
tribute it to prolonged nervous and 
physical strain, together with blows, 
kicks and bumps upou the skull during 
games. According to Mr. Delaney, the 
athletes are given to day dreaming, 
"during which they make strange,mo- 
tions, as if struggling with an imag- 
inary opponent." and are almost child- 
ish in their pastimes. He tells of one 
man who for an hour pored over a map 
of the United States, drawing lines 
upon it with his index finger, imagin- 
ing "tliat be was traveling over the 
country with his fingers crossed."

The fate of the 
French qneen who told the people to 
eat cake if they could not jrot bread 
may yet overtake the heartless suc- 
cessors of Mohammed.

The African slave aud 
bis master lived on terms of peculiar 
Intimacy and Interdependence. 


On tl'e great majority of the planta- 


tions tlie negroes were members of the 
"family" of their owner. They were 
more like the clansmen of a feudal 
chief than like serfs. 
No servants or 


retainers of any race, says Mr. Page, 
ever idcntilied themselves more fully 
with their masters. This relation be- 
gan in the infancy of both master and 
servant, «rew with their growth and 
continued through life. 
In fact, the 


ties of family pride were such that it 
was often remarked that the affection 
of. the slaves was stronger toward llieir 
masters than toward, their own off 
spring. 


On the' Kreat plantations, where the 


slaves numbered hundreds, such abuse? 
as spring from absenteeism were of 
ten scon, but the great lords were few 
compared with the total white popula 
tion of the south. 
The bulk of the 


slaveholdlng class was made up of 
those who owned from one to twenty 
five colored servants, while nine-tenths, 
of the whites owned no slaves at all 
It was on the small plantations tha 
the typical southern negro was found 
Mr. Page says: 


The mammy was perhaps thp most im 
portant of the servants, as she was also 
the closest intimate of the family. 
Sh 


\VOK. indeed, an actual member of the 
household. 
She was usually selected in 


her youth to be the companion of the 
children by reason of her being: the chile 
of some favored servent and as sue 
likely to possess sense, amiability, judg 
ment and the qualities which have protn 
ise of character and efficiency. 
So she 


grew up in intercourse with the girls o 
the family, and when she married shi 
became in turn the nurse and assistan 
to the mammy, and then the mammy o 
her young mistress' children, and, after 
of her children's children. 
Next to the mammy in point of dignity 


•was, of right, the butler. He had mucl 
the same position that Is held in English 


I houses. He was a person in authority 
] and he looked that every inch. He had. 
i his ideas, and they usually prevailed 


He was the governor of the young chil 
dren and the mentor of the young mei 
and their counselor even after they had 
grown up. 
I have known butlers to take upon 
themselves the responsibility of saying 
what young gentlemen should be admit- 
ted and to whom the ladies should be de- 
nied. 
In fact, every wise young man 
used to be at pains to make friends with 
the old servants, for they were a sa- 
gacious class, and their influence in the 
household was not Inconsiderable. Thoj 
had 
an 
intuitive 
knowledge 
which 
amounted to an instinct for "winnowing 
the grain from the chaff," and they kneu 
a "gent'man" at sight. Their acute and 
caustic comments have wrecked the 
chances of many an aspiring suitor.

the whites and the negroes, says Mi- 
Page,' that during four years of civi 
war, when the white men of the south 
were absent in the field, they could hi 
trust their wives, their children, al 
that they possessed, to the guardian 
ship aud cure of their slaves with per- 
fect confidence in their fidelity.

On the eve of the war with Russia 


Japan's was the smallest of the seven 
leading navies of the world, says Hos- 
mer Whitfield in the January Success 
Magazine. The fleet of Russia at that 
time was inferior only to that of Great 
Britain and of France. During 1903 
Russia spent on her fleet over $35.000,- 
000, 
while Japan for the whole of her 


navy expended only about $11,000,000. 
Consequently Uussia laid out in naval 
equipment noa. y five times as much 
as Japan, whose naval fighting strength 
Bt the beginning of hostilities was on- 
ly half that of Italy. Alexeieff said. 
"The fleet of the island kingdom is on- 
ly an exotic •which we will cripple at 
the onset" In the anxiety to impress 
Asia with her might Russia sent pon- 
derous looking men-of-war to the far 
east with too few mechanical ratings 
and with seamen who. in a confession 
made to me by a Russian officer, were 
only ''agricultural laborers" not only 
unused to sea life, but ;I!HO unversed ic 
even the simplest mechanical knowl- 
edge. It was in this condition that Ja- 
pan fonnd its enemy when it opened its 
attack.
